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1. THE PEBRUARY 21 OBSERVANCE OP MARTYRS DAY IN DACCA 
CAME AND WENT ZUTHOUT KNOWN INCIDENT. ACTIVITIES WERE 
WELL-ORGANIZED AND WELL-DISCIPLINED, INCLUDING THE 
NUMEROUS BAREPOOT PROCESSIONS BY VARIOUS GROUPS TO PAY 
HOMAGE AT THE SHAHEED MINAR (SHRINE TO THE MARTYRS OP 
THE PEBRUARY 21, 1952, BANGLA LANGUAGE DEMONTRATION) 

IN THE DACCA UNIVERSITY AREA. POSTERS AND BANNERS IN 
THE PROCESSIONS APPEARED TO BE EXCLUSIVELY CULTURAL OR 
NATIONALISTIC, AND MOST OF THE MEETINGS AND SPEECHES 
OP THE DAY WERE DEVOTED TO EXTOLLING THE VIGOURES OP 
THE BANGALA LANGUAGE. EXACTLY WHAT EFPECT THE GOVERNMENT'S 
WARNING AGAINST USING THE DAY POR "PARTISAN PURPOSES OR 
POLITICAL GAIN " HAD IS IMPOSSIBLE TO ASSESS BUT THERE WAS NO 
RPT NO PUBLIC EVIDENCE OP ANY NOSTALGIA POR THE AW AMI 
LEAGUE PAST. 

2. HOWEVER, ONE GROUP CLEARLY SOUGHT TO MAKE POLITICAL 
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GIME COULD ONLY HAVE LOUND IT HARD TO OBJECT. THIS 
GROUP, HEADED BY AN ASSORTMENT OF ANTI-SOVIET AND PRO- 
CHINESE LEFTIST LEADERS SUCH AS MIRZA GOLAM HAEIZ AND 
ENEYETULLAH KHAN, WAS MORE ANTI-INDIAN THAN PRO-BANGLA IN 
ITS OBSERVANCE. AT ITS PUBLIC RALLY, SPEAKERS REPORTEDLY 
WARNED AGAINST THE THREAT OE EOREIGN AGRESSION AND CALLED 
RECENT BORDER INCIDENTS AND JUTE GODOWN FIRES DELIBERATE 
EEEORTS TO "JEOPARDIZE NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY." TWO RESO- 
LUTIONS WERE PASSED. THE FIRST CONDEMNED INDIA FOR ITS 
WITHDRAWAL OF GANGES RIVER WATER THROUGH EARAKK BARRAGE 
AND CALLED ON THE BDG TO TAKE ITS CASE BEEORE THE UNITED 
NATIONS AND THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES. THE SECOND RESOLUTION 
EXPRESSED "DEEP GRATITUDE" TO THE PRC FOR ITS SUPPORT TO 
BANGLADESH ON THE EARAKKA ISSUE. 
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
